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Science Building Named Richardson Hall 


The name etched across the lime- 
stone facade reads: “Richard- 
son Hall of Science.” 

In this manner does Presby- 
terian College pay tribute to its 
friend and benefactor, H. Smith 
Richardson, retired chairman of 
the Vick Chemical Company. 

With the science building just 
completed and in operation, the 
PC board of trustees decided to 
name the $850,000 structure in 
honor of the prominent business 
executive who has contributed so 
much to Christian higher educa- 
tion both here and elsewhere. 
Trustee Chairman Robert M. 
Vance of Clinton pointed out that 
Richardson’s philosophy of giving 
for the betterment of young peo- 
ple has served as an inspiration 
to these institutions and as an ex- 
ample of effective philanthropic 
endeavor. 

His Richardson Foundation in- 
jected vigor into PC’s 1962 capital 
funds campaign with the largest 
grant given to the College up to 
that date. Its dramatic challenge 
helped to boost the South Carolina 
Synod to a record effort that 
produced $1,941,204 for plant and 
endowment additions. 

Two other buildings, also the 
result of this great synod effort, 
added a new dining hall and 
women’s dormitory to the campus 
upon their completion last fall. 
Construction on the new science 
hall was carried on simultane- 
ously but moved more slowly to 
delay full use of the building until 
recently. 

As it now stands, Richardson 
Hall of Science dominates the 
new East Plaza formed by the 
three new buildings. Its facade— 
in harmony with the colonial 


Georgian architectural pattern of 
the campus —features six lime- 
stone columns rising from second- 
floor level above arched entrance 
ways. 

The structure extends 181 feet 
8 inches across. It is built into a 
rolling grade to show three floors 
from the front and two from the 
back. where entrance is into the 
second floor area. 

The most modern accommoda- 
tions in laboratory and classroom 
facilities are provided for the 
physics department on the first 
floor, the biology department on 
the second floor and the chemistry 
department on the third floor. 

The Richardson Hall of Science 
is air-conditioned throughout and 
is serviced by stairs and an ele- 
vator. Its use as a science facility 
replaces Jacobs Hall, which was 


erected in 1915 and named in 
honor of Founder William Plumer 
Jacobs. With laboratories now re- 
moved, Jacobs Hall will receive 
more extensive use as a class- 
room building and will continue 
to house the ROTC headquarters. 

Although now a resident of 
Green Farms, Conn., H. Smith 
Richardson was born in Greens- 
boro, N. C., and educated in the 
South. He became president of 
Vick Chemical Company as early 
as 1919, stepped up to chairman 
of the board in 1929 and assumed 
the position of honorary chairman 
upon his retirement in 1957. Now 
80, he maintains his lifelong in- 
terest in conservation, and in 
youth work as a member of the 
executive board of Boy Scouts of 
America and supporter of expand- 
ed educational opportunities.

Annual Giving Hits Record $93,404 In ’65 


nother new record for Presbyterian College’s 
Annual Giving program was established in 1965 
with contributions totaling $93,273.47 

This figure represented an increase of more than 
20% over the 1964 record high of $77,518. Other new 
marks were established in all categories as the pro- 
gram topped its $85,000 goal by more than $8,000. 

1—The total number of donors, for example, 
reached 1,682 as compared to 1,345 in 1964. 

2—Alumni responded in unprecedented num- 
bers. Gifts amounting to $50,170.57 were contributed 
by 1,206 alumni, representing 38.5% participation. 
The previous year’s participation was 30.5%. 

3—Among the PC Associates, 372 friends gave 
$33,945.90: and 104 non-alumni parents of students, 
$9,153. 

4The $5,000 challenge grant was claimed. 

Since the Annual Giving program started re- 
ceiving major emphasis in 1959, it has produced a 
total of $449,605 for Presbyterian College. The funds 
have been used primarily for current operations in 
helping to underwrite scholarship aid for worthy 
students and faculty salaries. 

A review of the $93,273.47 given in 1965 shows 
the Living Endowment division accounting for $72,- 
499.71 of which $11,242.50 was designated for the 
Walter Johnson Club. Another $20,773.76 was con- 
tributed directly to the Johnson Club, making the 
total for this division reach $32,016.26. This latter 
figure also represented a new Johnson Club record 
and a substantial increase over the $29,078.62 pro- 
duced in 1964. 


PC Development Program 
Produces $3 Million Since 1962 


Presbyterian College’s development program 
over the past four years has produced almost $3,- 
000,000 in capital subscriptions, of which well over 
two-thirds already have been paid. 


The report as of February 1 showed $2,963,252 
subscribed since 1962 and these pledges paid in the 
amount of $2,121,784. Most of this has come from the 
Synod of South Carolina and resulted in three new 
buildings, more campus land and endowment ad- 
ditions. 


Collections to date include $100,000 of the anony- 
mous challenge grant made last year. Another $50,- 
000 of this grant will become available when PC col- — 
lects $200,000 more from outstanding pledges. 


As churches and individuals continue daily to 
pay off subscriptions on this Phase II of PC’s long- 
range program, Georgia Presbyterians are preparing 
to launch the College into Phase III with a capital 
funds campaign in that synod this spring. Presby- 
terian College, in the drive, is earmarked for $1,500,- 
000 for another men’s dormitory and endowment. 


Meanwhile, the boxed summary below gives a 
brief picture of the 1962-65 effort.

Calendar Change Ends First Semester Before Christmas 


That “tough study” time between 
Christmas holidays and the 
late-January close of the first se- 
mester is being eliminated at 
Presbyterian College. 

In the first major change in its 
semester calendar in two decades, 
PC officials have announced a 
new schedule that will have the 
regular fall semester begin in 
August and finish just prior to 
Christmas vacation. The spring 
semester, then, will get underway 
upon return from Christmas holi- 
days and will extend until mid- 
May. 

President Marc C. Weersing 
said the revised calendar will have 
several advantages. Students will 
be able to complete the first se- 
mester’s work while they are at 
top momentum and before the 
pleasant distractions of Christmas. 
Faculty members will have long- 
er in which to assess semester 
performances; the administration, 
more time for the recording of

grades and other between - se- 
mester activities. 

The change also will contribute 
toward more economical year- 
round operation of the college 
plant. It ties in conveniently with 
PC’s summer school program, en- 
couraging students to finish in 
three years by attending both 
regular and summer sessions. 

The new calendar will become 
effective with the 1966-67 session, 
starting next August 22 rather 
than mid-September as in pre- 
vious years. New students will 
arrive on that date to begin 
orientation, and all students will 
register three days later. The an- 
nual four-day Thanksgiving holi- 
day remains on the schedule as 
usual. And the final examination 
day, closing the semester and 
opening Christmas vacation, is set 
for December 17. 

When the students return to 
school on January 9, 1967, they 
will immediately register for the

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second semester. Its course will 
run unbroken until May 11, except 
for the annual spring holiday 
week (March 4-12). Final 1967 
commencement exercises are 
scheduled for May 14. 


In preparation for the new 
schedule, the PC’s 1966 summer 
school will start one week earlier 
— on May 30 rather than on June 
6 as previously announced. The 
first summer term will close on 
July 8. The second term will run 
July 8- August 16. 


Some other schools, including 
Clemson this year, have changed 
to this type of calendar schedule 
with successful results. It will 
mark the first big realignment in 
the Presbyterian College schedule 
since PC in 1942 went on an ac- 
celerated program, switching to 
the term system, to produce 
ROTC-trained leaders as quickly 
as possible for World War II.
